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The Next 10 Years: 
New Challenge for Safety Men 


People, business, world affairs— 

all move faster than ever before. What 
will this speedup mean to industry’s safety 
directors during the coming decade? 


DesPITE the hokum that gushes like water from an 
artesian well about safety in the sixties, nobody can 
do more than guess what your job will be like 10 years, 
or even 1 year, from now. 

Politics will make a difference. Labor-minded leg 
islators tend to vote more stringent controls on business 
That includes stricter safety codes and broader com- 
pensation benefits. Politicians conscious of the outcry 
against taxes tend to tighten budgets for the frills 
by which they mean such things as government-spon 
sored safety and industrial hygiene programs. 

Diplomacy will make a difference. Khrushchev and 
Mao Tse-Tung can, almost at a word, plunge us all 
into another war. Who knows what will happen then ? 
If war doesn’t come, the impact of foreign imports 
may drive some American industry into business limbo. 
On the other hand, international agreements may 
broaden our markets. In either case, what we make and 
how fast we make it will create, eliminate, or alter 
many jobs in industrial safety. 

Research will make a difference. Most products 
sold today weren't invented 25 years ago. A large 
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number weren’t invented 5 years ago. Today, we talk 
seriously of putting men on the moon by 1965—or, 
if we're conservative, by 1970. Solid citizens discuss 
it seminars what gadgets and instruments and pro- 
tective clothing we'll need to keep men alive in deep 
space. Already, rocket fuels and electronic tubes com- 
pete with new drycleaning methods and exotic metals 
to set up previously unknown hazards. 

People will make a difference. Population shifts 
that began during World War I! moved millions 
of men and women entirely new to industry into our 
manufacturing plants. Our labor force will pass 75 
million in a few years. Newcomers to industry must 
be taught the right ways—the safe ways—to do their 
jobs. Your own work as safety director will depend in 
large part on how many new people your plant hires, 
ind on how much they know about their jobs when 
they are hired. Your work will depend, too, on how 
readily these people absorb the safety rules you must 
lay down to meet the dangers of new processes, new 
materials.

Economics will make a difference. Corporation 
presidents now say publicly that the biggest single 
problem in industry is waste and cost. Can you per- 
suade your management that a better safety program 
is a quick, sure road to cost reduction? Or will you 
watch your job disappear simply because your man- 
agement believes safety, health, and fire protection 
programs are fringe benefits that can be curtailed 
when the cost squeeze squeezes too hard? 

Time will make a difference. We may have a 
standard 35-work week by 1970. That may mean more 
leisure, but it’s just as likely to mean more moon- 
lighting—more men working at two jobs, more men 
needing safety training, more men getting tired and 
becoming more subject to accidents. What’s more, new 
millions will want only part-time work; and a part- 
time worker needs as much safety training as a full- 
time man, even though it takes two of him to do one 
job. 

Labor will make a difference. The influence of 
unions, already felt strongly in industrial safety and 
health programs, will no doubt flourish like the Biblical 
green bay tree during the next 10 years. You may 
find labor contracts pulling unions more and more 
into your work as safety director. Companies now 
without labor-management safety committees probably 
will get them. 

Automation will make a difference. New processes 
and assembly methods will eliminate old jobs, create 
new ones. Automation will bring new hazards, call 
for complete new safety training. How much automa- 
tion will change your job will depend on how well your 
plant keeps up with the times. But if it doesn’t keep 
up with the times, it isn’t likely to survive—and neither 
is your job. 


With all these factors and many others influencing 
industrial safety, it’s no wonder we can’t do more than 
guess what your job will be like during the coming 
decade. 

But it’s no guess to say that this decade will be the 
most challenging for safety men since the one in 
which safety really made its start: 1910 to 1920. 

Industry and people are on the move as they never 
were before. You may not be able to tell what your 
job will be in 1965 or 1970, but you are able to get 
ready for it. And it will call for more knowledge, 
more ability to reach people’s minds, more skill in 
adapting old ideas to new surroundings. You will, like 
Paul, have at least to try to be all things to all men. 

That's the challenge of this decade: To get ready to 
meet hazards that change as fast as the face of fashion. 
To prepare to fight the worst when you can only guess 
what the worst may be. @ ®

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Changing Face of Labor 
Means to Your Job 


.. and will create these problems for you ... with these possible solutions 


More managers (including production supervisors) mean 
more people who must be sold on the value of a strong safety 
program. There will be more people standing between you, 
the safety director, and top company officers. It may be 
harder to get recommendations past this fast-growing middle 
management group. 


More engineers, scientists, and technicians will, in some com 
panies, give safety directors a wholly different breed of 
cats to work with. You'll deal with college graduates who 
know, in theory, more than you do about specific hazards 
of specific materials and processes--but who may think 
far more of design, production, and pure research than is 
good for their own safety. 


More clerks and salesmen will bring two things to industrial 
safety programs: greater emphasis on office safety, and 
more careful training of company drivers. Should you in 
sist that company cars have safety belts? Is office space 
kept free of fire and explosion hazards? Do clerks know 
enough not to open two drawers of the same file cabinet at 
the same time? Do salesmen know traffic laws ? 


As the demand for skilled workers increases, you'll deal with 
more graduates of technical schools. Will these men be well 
trained in safety, or will they—like many graduates today 
know almost nothing of safe methods and safety equipment? 
You may have to retrain men after their graduation, and 
you certainly will have to retrain men who are promoted. 


Semi-skilled people will be less in demand than those with 
special training, but you'll still have to give the newcomers 
an education in safety. More and more, you'll have to 
teach them how to use mechanical equipment safely, and 
you'll have more and more people to teach. Fewer men will 
produce more goods. Absenteeism will be more important 


No change will take place in the number of unskilled workers, 
although the total work force will climb by many millions. 
This means vou will do less and less with men of muscle, 
in relation to your total job. You'll teach fewer people the 
safe way to lift weights without straining their backs, but 
you'll probably have a higher turnover among your laborers. 
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Find out what your company compensation 
costs are. Report on accidents in detail, as 
to cause, effect, and cost in wages and pro- 
duction. Pull more managers into safety 
committee work. Talk up the results of dam- 
age to equipment as well as to men. 


Learn all you can about the materials and 
processes used in company laboratories and 
research. Set up a special safety training 
program, with occasional refresher classes, 
for the professional group. Stress the need 
for building safety and fire protection into 
processes your plant develops. 


Establish an office safety committee. Train 
clerks and salesmen in handling fire extin- 
guishers. Call in a professional driving 
instructor. Make as detailed a housekeep- 
ing inspection of office as you do of factory 
areas. Be sure salesmen can pass driver 
examinations in all the States they travel. 


Work closely with the technical schools in 
your community. Boost for strong safety 
programs in public schools. Refuse to hire 
men from schools that don’t give training 
in safety. Arrange safety-centered tours 
of your plants for students. 


Train foremen more thoroughly in safety. 
Teach them how an accident affects their 
production. Choose leadmen or assistant 
foremen to give special safety training to 
new workers, after you've taught these 
leadmen and assistants yourself. 


Be sure that day laborers know the safety 
rules, that their foremen are even better 
trained. Insist on plenty of safety equip- 
ment—whatever is needed. Often, for this 
group, equipment must make up for worker 
ignorance or neglect of rules. © ®

What’s Ahead in Fire Protection? 


IN THE last year, two manufac- 
turers brought out all-purpose 
fire extinguishers. Another will 
do so soon. 





This development is important, 
not only because it helps you plan 
fire protection in your plant, but 
because it points to a fact a lot 
of people don’t know: The face 
of fire protection will change a 
good deal in the next few years. 

The U.S. Navy is testing new dry chemical ex 
tinguishing agents. These generally call for potassium 
bicarbonate instead of sodium bicarbonate. They’re 
good chiefly for Class B fires—flammable liquids, 
oils, greases. 

The U. S. Bureau of Mines and at least one foam 
manufacturer are working hard to improve chemical 
foams, expanded foams that are applied through hand 
lines, and mechanical foams for use in first aid fire 
extinguishers. 

Most of the big sprinkler manufacturers and a num 
ber of laboratories are trying to improve on dry 
sprinkler systems. 

Two chemical companies are developing fluorinated 
hydrocarbon extinguishing agents. 

Special agents for putting out fires in pyrophoric 
metals such as zirconium and magnesium are still be- 
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ing improved. One extinguisher manufacturer now 
will tailor a dry powder to meet your particular needs. 
The National Fire Protection Association Committee 
on Portable Fire Extinguishers is thinking of setting 
up a new class of fires (D), to cover pyrophoric metals 
and extinguishing agents for metal fires 

Only two States—Illinois and Texas—now license 
fire protection engineers as specialists in the broad field 
of engineering. Other States no doubt will do so before 
long. A recent Governor’s Statewide Conference on 
Fire Prevention recommended that Maryland license 
fre protection engineers, and that qualifications for 
license meet those approved by the Society of Fire 
Protection Engineers. The socic ty is an affiliate of the 
National Fire Protection Association. 

With this demand for licensing specialists goes a 
Greater attention to building fire pro 
tection into new construction and new processes. 

To meet this second demand, there will be changes 
in local and State fire and building codes. Some will call 
for new building materials

How To Get Rid 
of Toxic Wastes 


How sHOULD we deal with wastes from atomic power 
stations? Some radioisotopes are very long-lived. 
Nothing — great heat, chemical treatment, constant 
washing—can destroy their potential danger. 

The solution is to bury radioactive wastes 
underground, far below possible sources of surfa 
water, or in the ocean. We can best do this if we first 
reduce the bulk of the waste. 

The United Kingdom’s Atomic Energy Authorit: 
uses an incinerator to handle the job at its Capenhurs 
labs. Its weekly capacity is 550 gallons of radioa 
oil wastes and 15 tons of general plant refuse. It 
duces all this to one-eighth the original bulk. 

The dangerous residual ash is loaded into special 
trolleys with hinged lids, then rushed to a_ shielded 
compound. There it’s tested for radioactivity, sealed 
in aluminum containers, and shipped to a mine shaft 
for burial. 


Chemical waste disposal 


Scientists at a laboratory found new rocket pt 
pellants often yielded extremely corrosive waste. — 
use a skip hoist to load the waste in a rotary kiln. 
kiln automatically burns the waste, then delivers 
ashes to a closed conveyor for removal. 

Daily waste at one chemical factory included 500 cans 
of various sizes up to 40-gallon drums, almost 1,000 
gallons of flammable liauids, 2 tons of toxic chemical 
sludge, 2 or 3 tons of general refuse.

James Mitchell, Secretary of Labor, calls for 


More Federal Fingers in Safety 


“Look FoR the Federal legislative program to include a 
proposal for greater Government participation in in- 
dustrial safety and health during this next session of 
Congress.” 

That’s what James N. Mitchell, Secretary of Labor, 
told an OccuPATIONAL Hazarps editor at an October 
press conference. 

Mitchell does not endorse adoption of Federal safety 
codes to supersede existing State codes. He leans 
more toward something similar in outline to the old 
Murray Bill, introduced in Congress in 1953. The bill, 
which never became law, would have provided Federal 
grants-in-aid to strengthen State inspection and en- 
forcement and extend State safety and health services. 

At present, Mitchell pointed out, industrial safety 
and health programs are ’way below par in many States. 

“In Texas,” he said, “there are only two factory in- 
spectors to cover the entire State.” 

During the last 7 years, the U.S. Department of 
Labor has endorsed Federal safety and health legisla- 
tion. For most of that period, proposals failed to get 
sufficient congressional support to become law. How- 
ever, the recently passed Longshoremen’s & Harbor 
Workers’ Act is seen by some observers as a sign of a 
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breakthrough. It sets forth compensation benefits due 
maritime help, including dry dock workers. Employers 
must now meet these requirements to comply with 
Federal law. 

Heretofore, controversy has met all proposals to 
adopt Federal legislation on industrial safety and health. 
Those opposing such proposals point to the substantial 
progress made without Federal laws. They maintain 
that good safety and health practices are a matter of 
education rather than enforcement. They fear lest the 
Government restrict State powers and encroach on 
rights of private industry. 

Those who favor Federal health and safety legisla- 
tion point to the inadequacy of present safety and 
health services in most parts of the country. They hold 
that welfare legislation in force for years proves that 
fears concerning Federal encroachment on States’ 
rights and those of private industry are groundless. 
They hold that only through Federal aid can safety 
staffs and services be brought up to standard in most 
areas.

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Two topflight industrial safety directors tell how 
debated more every year: How can 


CoMPENSATION benefits have moved steadily higher. 
The trend shows no signs of reversing itself. Just in the 
last several months, OccupATIONAL HaAzarps has re 
ported that :" 

& Mississippi has raised its total maximum compen 
sation payable from $12,500 to $14,500. 

& New York has hiked weekly benefits from $45 to 
$50 and top basic wage for figuring death benefits from

Most medical men and psychologists are of the same 
opinion. A long recovery period seems to support the 
old saying: “Idle time is the devil’s plaything.” 


Don’t talk medical lingo 


McLean commented that medical language itself, 
cloudy and ominous-sounding to most laymen, can start 
us worrying in no time. He has reassured a number of 
worry warts just by supplying the English equivalent 
for a Latin phrase. 

“One man,” McLean recalled, “really thought he had 
a rare illness, and you could tell he was getting plenty 
upset about it until I cleared the air.” 

We’re all inclined to worry about our own physical 
condition. That’s why it’s important we return to work 
as soon as possible after we’re hurt—provided, of 
course, we don’t risk aggravating our injury. 


Don’t baby the injured 


McLean told us of several cases from his own ex- 
perience : 

&> A man hurt his toe on the job. He babied it so 
much and so long he hobbled himself into a knee strain 
for failure to walk normally. In the process of favoring 
knee and toe, he threw out his back.

Man Back to Work 


This case had all the earmarks of a Sid Caesar 
comedy routine, but the fact that this man hasn’t worked 
for over 7 years checks your laughter. 


®& Another man agreed to wear a back brace while 
on the job as a condition of his employment. One day 
he neglected to wear the brace. He injured his back. 

He was off work quite awhile. Treatments relieved 
him, but didn’t cure him completely. Doctors told him 
he’d have to resign himself to living with a certain 
amount of pain. The condition was chronic. 

The man didn’t resign himself; instead, he commit 
ted suicide. Perhaps if he hadn’t had so much time to 
dwell on his affliction, if he had worked at ‘something, 
he'd be alive today. 


& Another case, certainly one of the most remarkable 
we've ever come across, involved an electronics techni 
cian who was hit with a crowbar. He suffered a severe 
concussion, which resulted in temporary paralysis of 
his right side. When he regained consciousness after the 
accident his first words were: “I got all the way th-cugh 
Korea, only to be killed at home.” 

The young man didn’t respond to treatment. He was 
sent to a rehabilitation center. He made slow, but steady 
progress, until finally he was walking normally. When 
he returned home, however, he immediately began drag- 
ging his foot again. Years later, he’s back to work 
but on a much lower rated job. 
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fo get a man back on the job promptly after an 
injury, McLean advises safety direcioc.s to set up a 
+-point program: 

1. Become familiar with medical terms so you know 

what the injured man’s trouble is and what limitations 
it imposes on him. You can frequently suggest a light- 
duty job the doctor will approve until healing 1s com- 
plete. You’ll also be able to reassure the overly appre- 
hensive worker. 
2. Work closely with your medical director and the 
accident victim’s own physician. If both medical men 
exchange views on the case from the outset, there’s 
less chance of disagreement. 

You must get across the idea that, as safety director, 
you have a right to information bearing on the health 
of the worker. Because doctors are inclined to be 
secretive, you must undertake this as a long-range 
project. To gain the confidence of the doctor, provide 
a comprehensive breakdown of every job in the plant 
in terms of its physical requirements and hazards. 

On the long-range side, invite local doctors to tour 
the plant from time to time. Fill them in on company 
efforts in health and safety. Show them the work en- 
vironment and your type of operation. 

Finally, identify yourself with local chapters of the 
American Red Cross. Attend local safety council 
meetings. Contribute actively to these programs. Doctors 
often attend sessions of this type; newspapers cover

them. By identifying yourself as an 
active participant, you'll gain the 
doctor’s confidence and obtain fuller 
cooperation from him when he’s 
handling a case involving one of 
your men. 

3. Get supervisors to see the re- 
turning worker follows doctor's 
orders to the letter. This is vital 
when the injured man has returned 


with a doctor’s OK for light-duty 
work. Be sure the supervisor knows 
what the doctor’s orders are. Fol- 
low up carefully on this. As Mc- 
Lean says, you are the doctor’s eyes 
in the plant. 

4. Establish a reputation for im- 
partiality with union officials. You 
can’t go down the line with the 
company on everything, or you'll 
fail to get the union cooperation you 
need. This is as true in dealing 
with the returning worker as it is 
in machine guarding, inspections 
and safety recommendations.

McLean thinks it’s important to 
get a man back on the job as soon 
as possible; so he favors placing 
the man on a job less strenuous than 
his regular one during the late stages 
of recovery. 

U.S. Steel’s Youngstown plants 
lend themselves to temporary job 
transfers. The plants operate 7 days 
a week around the clock; yet their 
people work a 40-hour week. Con- 
sequently, job shifting goes on con- 
tinually. 

McLean acknowledges that in 
many plants light-duty placement is 
ticklish. He says some U.S. Steel 
plants would find temporary job 
placement very difficult. He holds 
it’s never wise to create a job for an 
injured employee. The safety di- 
rector should comb _ personnel 
records thoroughly to come up with 
a legitimate light-duty job if at all 
possible. 

McLean feels the small plant that 
has difficulty finding light-duty work 
should authorize part-time jobs for 
a salvage man and parts inventory 
clerk. They’re legitimate jobs in any 
shop—part-time, at any rate—and 
they can help speed rehabilitation. 


a UTILITY PLAN 


Don Buckley, safety director of 
East Ohio Gas Co., Cleveland, 
agrees with McLean on getting the 
injured man back on the job as soon 
as it’s medically safe. Under East 
Ohio’s benefit program as a self- 
insurer, the injured man draws full 
pay for the first 16 weeks of dis- 
ability and two-thirds pay the fol- 
lowing 36 weeks. 

The return-to-work decision is 
solely the medical director’s. Pro- 
viding him with data on available 
light-duty jobs is the responsibility 
of the safety director. 

Buckley cautions that morale is

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an important factor in light-duty job 
placement: “There are occasional 
cases where a man is ready to re- 
turn to the job on the basis of the 
medical director’s findings, but the 
man himseli still says he doesn’t 
feel up to par. He’s inclined to feel 
a little abused, as if he were being 
rushed back. In a case like that, I 
usually give the guy an extra day 
or two, rather than having him feel 
sorry for himself. 

“These cases are comparatively 
rare. Usually, the man is restless at 
home and in a big hurry to get back 
on the job.” 

Buckley is also careful about 
light-duty placement when it may 
rankle other workers in the depart- 
ment. This sometimes happens when 
a man draws his usual wage while 
on a light-duty assignment, and 
makes substantially more than his 
fellow workers. Buckley’s aware- 
ness of this possibility guides him in

temporary job placement. East Ohio 
Gas Co., like U.S. Steel at Youngs- 
town, usually has plenty of jobs to 
pick from when the need for tempo- 
rary transfer arises. 


Indoctrinate doctors 


Buckley doesn’t concern himself 
much with arranging for doctors to 
tour East Ohio Gas Co. installations. 

“Doctors generally don’t know 
a great deal about industrial proc- 
esses. That’s where the safety di- 
rector comes in,” Buckley com- 
mented. 

The safety director must in- 
doctrinate the doctors, Buckley be- 
lieved, on: 

& State workmen’s compensation 
laws. 

> Hazards associated with the in- 
dustry, complete with a statistical 
record of past injuries so that 
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doctors will know what type of in- 
juries predominate. 

& Breakdown of physical require- 
ments of each job. 

“Unless the doctor knows all as- 
pects of company liability, the plant’s 
flexibility with regard to job place- 
ment, and the physical requirements 
of available jobs, inclined to 
make every case a lost-time case,” 
3uckley said.

Nurse a key figure 


The coinpany, in setting up a 


medical program, must appoint a 
full- or part-time medical director, 
and set up arrangements with spe- 
cialists who can operate in a number 
of hospitals. Buckley felt this was 
especially important in these days 
when hospital space is at a premium. 

In the followup to see that the 
patient follows the doctor’s orders, 
the nurse is a key figure. She keeps 
an eye on the patient to make sure 
he doesn’t overtax himself. And she 
keeps the doctor and safety director 
advised of what the patient does 
and what his condition seems to be.

ing existing laws and regulations. Firefighting author- 
ities in some places have called for new legal backing, 
only to learn later that the backing already existed in 
some obscure statute or rule that nobody had been alle 
to find. Codifying present laws will make uncared-for 
needs stand out like cats’ eyes on a dark night. Ly 
itself, it will lead to important changes in the regula- 
tions that control industrial building. 

The combined effect of more licensing of fire pro 
tection engineers, of greater attention to fire prevention 
during preliminary planning of new building, and of 
stricter legal control will be to make your own fire- 
fighting job easier. A plant with carefully engineered, 
built-in fire prevention isn’t likely to have the hazards 
that the oldtime plant with open chemical processes, 
oil-soaked floors, and vast unbroken spaces has. 

But your job will be complicated by other changes 
that overtake industry. Pyrophoric metals, as we've 
noted, take special extinguishing agents. More and 
more plants will use radioactive materials—and as we 
told you in March of this year (“Are You Ready for 
an Atomic Age Fire?”), many public and private fire 
departments aren’t ready to handle fires that involve 
radioactive materials. They will have to learn how, as 
industry turns toward greater uses of atoms. 

In addition, new fuels, even now posing great dif- 
ficulties for some manufacturers, will make life hard 
for many industrial fire chiefs. Whether the fuels are

engineers are still trying to find out how best to control 
or prevent fires in them. Even if military expenditures 
don’t step up in overall volume—and they probably will 

the new fuels will come to be as important to indus- 
try as coal was 10 years ago. 

To keep up with these new fire hazards, you'll have 
to put in a lot of skull practice. You'll have to crack 
the books like a high school or college student getting 
ready for a test. You'll have to search out sources of 
information that will help you whip the particular dif- 
ficulties that trouble you. Often, these sources will be 
other safety directors or manufacturers of the products 
you use; fire protection literature can’t keep up with all 
that’s being discovered, with all the new products and 
new methods. 

As automation increases, you'll have a final head- 
ache: You may have to protect millions of dollars’ 
worth of building and equipment with a staff of very 
few men. Automatic machinery and its controls ar 
costly—far more costly than the equipment that has 
gone into plants in the past. A fire may wipe out pro 
duction for a week, even though the blaze is held to a 
single unit of a production line 

You won't, in many industries, be able to rely sé 
much on manpower for your firefighting and fire pre 
vention.

Court decisions in disputed compensation cases 








Three men on a sink 


THREE MEN wanted to use a sink which had room for 
only two. That made William H. Gaudette claim that he 
was injured while on the job. 

Gaudette was a pipe coverer for Glas-Kraft, Inc., in 
Woonsocket, R.I. His work was such that he had to 
wash his hands during working hours. Late one after- 
noon, he was washing at a sink. It was admitted he 
was doing so on company time, with the employer’s 
approval. A fellow employee was also using the sink; it 
was large enough for two. 

As Gaudette washed, another employee, Albert 
Ducharme, came between Gaudette and the other 
worker and pushed Gaudette away. Gaudette grabbed 
Ducharme by the shirt and pushed him away. While he 
was talking to another employee, Ducharme struck him 
in the face. Gaudette got a broken nose and was off 
work over a month. 

Gaudette alleged his injuries arose out of and in the 
course of his employment. Glas-Kraft insisted that 
injuries which resulted from a fight between employees 
were not compensable unless the fight was over the 
employer’s business. 

Gaudette replied the assault was connected with a 
condition of his employment. He argued that, due to 
the nature of his work, use of the sink was part of his 
job. The assault resulted from using the sink; there- 
fore, the injuries he sustained were caused by a condi- 
tion of his employment. 

The court said that, even assuming use of the sink 
was incidental to Gaudette’s employment, there was the 
question of whether the assault was caused by the use 
of the sink or by something else. The court was con- 
vinced the quarrel between Gaudette and Ducharme 
was a private one. While Gaudette was not the aggres- 
sor, he nevertheless carried the argument beyond what 
could be held reasonable. Consequently, the court ruled 
Gaudette did not prove his injuries arose out of and 
in the course of his employment. 

Claim denied.. 


Gaudette v. Glas-Kraft, Inc.: Supreme Court of 
Rhode Island, 163 A. 2d 23 (July 14, 1960) 


Can your guards be caught this way? 


Rosert M. JoHNSON, a deputy constable of the City 
of Richmond (Va.) picked up papers he was to serve. 
He stayed in the office to clean the pistol he carried. 
A fellow deputy, Carlisle Slater, came in. He decided 
he, too, would clean his gun. 

Slater removed his pistol from his coat. It unex- 
pectedly discharged. The bullet killed Johnson. His 
widow asked for compensation benefits.

The city maintained the accident did not arise out 
of Johnson’s employment. Had he been shot in line 
of duty, it would have been a hazard of his job. 

Johnson’s widow retorted that her late husband had 
already started working. He had picked up papers to 
be served. The deputies carried pistols with the knowl- 
edge and consent of the city. The city had supplied the 
pistols. The accident did arise out of the employment. 

Claim allowed 


City of Richmond vy. Johnson: Supreme Court of Ap- 
peals of Virginia, 115 S.E. 2d 910 (September 2, 
1960). 


Worked 3 weeks, but was totally disabled 


Davip REAGAN, 16 worked for his father during the 
summer as a laborer in the sheet metal business. His 
job took him frequently to rooftops. 

On August 3, 1954, he slipped and fell from a roof 
to the ground. He continued to work for 3 weeks. He 
took a 2-week vacation before returning to school. At 
school he was unable to engage in sports. 

No one said his claim for compensation benefits 
should not be approved. The only question was the 
date on which disability payments should begin. Reagan 
said August 3, 1954. The insurance carrier maintained 
payments should not begin until 3 weeks later, when 
Reagan stopped working. The carrier said an individual 
can’t be totally disabled and at the same time do his 
job. Reagan argued that disability doesn’t depend on 
whether an iujured man works, but on the nature and 
extent of his injury. 

Claim allowed. 


State Automobile & Casualty Underwriters v. 
Reagan: Court of Civil Appeals of Texas 337 S.W. 
2d 522 (July 7, 1960). 


“Don’t shoot; I’m not insured!” 


Because Linn H. Fautheree had a toothache, he was 
shot in the leg. He claimed workmen’s compensation 
benefits. 

Fautheree worked for Insulation & Specialties, Inc. 
The company was installing insulation for a new 
uranium processing plant of the Phillips Petroleum 
Co. in New Mexico. The job site was fenced. The only 
entrance was guarded by an armed employee of Safe- 
guard System. No one could enter unless he displayed 
an identification badge or pass. All employees had 
badges. 

One day, Fautheree left his job at noon complaining

Fautheree did not have enough 
money. He decided to go back to the job site and get 
an advance on his pay, a common practice permitted 
by his employer. 

Fautheree was stopped at the gate by the guard, who 
asked for his identification badge. Fautheree had left 
it in his car. The guard told him he would not let him 
in. A heated argument followed. Fautheree went back 
to his car, got his badge and returned to show it to 
the guard, who replied, ““You are so smart, I ain't 
going to let you in anyhow.” 

Fautheree said he would wait 15 minutes until the 
paymaster came out. Then he would get his advance. 
The guard drew his pistol and shot Fautheree in the 
leg. 

Fautheree argued that getting an advance was a 
normal practice of his employment. It was accepted 
by his employer. The injury should be compensable. 

The company maintained that, while picking up an 
advance was a normal incident of his job, Fautheree 
had not yet done it when he was shot, but was merely 
starting to do it. Fautheree was on his way to work 
and not covered. 

Claim denied.

It cut the leather and 
cracked the steel cap of his safety 
shoe, but did no serious damage to 
his foot. 


L. L. O’Neil is a jig and fixture 
builder at Northrop Corp.’s Norair 
Division, Hawthorne, Calif. A 10- 
pound piece of milled steel fell 3 
feet from a table, struck his little toe 
with its sharp point, then fell across 


his foot. The steel gouged a hole in 


the shoe leather, but only bruised one 
toe.
